Recently you stressed the fact 
that air mail now goes to the most 
remote corner of the world in 64 
hours. This morning we have let- 
ters from subscribers in Piqua, 
Ohio, just 13 miles south of Sidney, 
and right on the Baltimore and 
Ohio that connects the two towns 
and where there are several trains 
each day and where it is reported 
by the Piqua readers that it took 
six days for delivery of their paper 
from our post office in Sidney.

Beginning with the Jan. 6, 1947, 
issue C&EN goes on a weekly basis 
for one reason only, to bring the 
chemical news of the world to you 
faster. If we do not see and hear 
about improvements jn the service 
we are going to reserve a room for 
Mr. Linn at the Hotel Statler at 
our expense, so that the two of us 
can go up an dask Mr. Hannegan 
for greatly improved service. 

We have turned over to our local 
postmaster almost 1700 cards and 
letters from our readers as a result 
of our Oct, 31 editorial. These will 
be placed in the hands:of proper 
officials at Washington. We have 
also written letters to our Senator 
from Ohio and to the Chairman 
of one of the committees having to 
do with small newspapers and 
small business. 

As yet we have failed to see 
any support of this campaign for 
better delivery service in any 
other stamp paper yet it is not 
an uncommon matter for us to re- 
veive two issues, dated a week 
apart of some of the other weekly 
stamp papers on the same day at 
our office. 

When this occurs, much of the 
paid advertising in such papers is 
a total loss to the advertiser and 
advertising patrons of all stamp 
magazines ought to insist that 
publishers ask for better service. 

All we neeg to get better service 
is sufficient help in congested of- 
fices. The boys now on the job in 
all parts of the Postal Service are 
doing a good job, but there are not 
enough of them in certain spots at 
various times.

Some 
of my better stamps had fused so, 
that I couldn’t get them separated 
and broke the corner off from one 
of my best stamps. 
I don’t have to tell you how 
angry I got when I had to remove 
every mount and many, many 
of them, I had to leave on the 
black paste board because they 
had become stuck, and by damag- 
ing the one stamp, I had to leave 
them on the paste board to save 
the stamp. 
I can say this much for the 
above product, that, there should 
be ‘a law against manufacturing 
such products, and since the Stamp 
Hobby has become one of the larg- 
est rackets in the world, finding 
such collectors like myself, being 
too dumb to take advice—only 
when it is too late, I for one am 
very grateful for your article and 
especially the article written by 
Mr. Herst.

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CHARITY STAMPS OF 
THE BRITISH EMPIRE

A Paper Read Before The Dunedin (New Zealand) 
Philatelic Club 








Probably the best known charity stamps of the British Empire 
are those of New Zealand. Issued yearly since 1929, they have always 
enjoyed a ready sale. Of late years, sales have been fostered by the 
Health Camps Organization, and the yearly totals of each denomina- 
tion sold are now well over the two and a half million mark. Even 
so, there are not enough to go around, and no goubt after the war 


present day values will continue® 


upward. From an _ investment 
point of view, any support given 
to the issues has been worth 
while. 

From a collector’s point of view 
—divorced from mere monetary 
considerations—the acquisition of 
the complete set has resulted in a 
most pleasing addition to the al- 
bum. 

However, to-night I am speaking 
to a New Zealand audience thor- 
oughly familiar with our own 
stamps. Let us leave New Zealand 
and see what the rest of the Em- 
pire has asked of our pockets in 
charity issues. 

Australia . 

Oddly enough, the first charity 
stamps issued were those of a Brit- 
ish Colony—New South Wales. 

In 1897, on the occasion of the 
Diamond Jubilee of Queen Victor- 
ia, two large pictorials depicting 
allegorical pictures of charity were 
sold at 1/- and 2/6, but paid 
postage of only 1d. and 2%d. The 
difference in price was given to a 
fund for a home: for consumptives. 

In the same year Victoria issued 
two stamps of a similar size, but 
with pictures of Queen Victoria, at 
the same rates for a similar pur- 

e. 

aac 1900, at the time of the South 
African war, Victoria again issued 
two large sized Charity Stamps 
sold at-1/- ang 2/-, with postal 
values of 1d. and 2d. The object 
of their issue was to raise funds 
for providing comforts for the 
Victorian Contingent serving in 
South Africa. 

Designs were secured in open 
competition for prizes totalling 
£14 that were offered by the Post 
Office Department, and as many 
as 120 were submitted. From these 
one representing the “Victoria 
Cross” was selected for the one 
penny denomination, whilst that 
chosen for the twopence depicted a 
picket and two mounteg scouts of 
the Victorian Forces on the veldt. 
A total of 40,000 copies of the for-

mer and 20,000 of the latter was 
produced typographically at Mel- 
bourne, and placed em sale about 
May or June, 1900. 

Due largely to the high surtax, 
coupled with the fact that under 
the Postal Union Convention then 
in force these stamps could only be 
used for postage within Australia, 
the issue had a poor reception at 
the hands of philatelists of those 
days, and although the stamps 
were obtainable also from the of- 
fice of the Agent-General for Vic- 
toria in London, it is believeg that 
a considerable portion of the print- 
ing had to be destroyed; which 
may account for present day cata- 
logue values 

Queensland also issued a pair of 
stamps of similar values for a sim- 
ilar fund. 

The Child Welfare of Jamacia 
persuaded the postal authorities to 
issue a set of three charity stamps 
in 1923. The designs were photo- 
graphs of native children, taken 
by Miss Violet Taylor, in a suit- 
able frame designed by Mr. ¥.-C. 
Crandall. There are three values 
—ted., Id. and 2144d., printed by 
Brandbury Wilkinson and Com- 
pany in the following quantities: 
—4d., 107,760; 1d., 52,800; and 
242d., 39,240 

The stamps were sold at %d. 
over the face value, and placed on 
sale annually from November ist 
to January 3lst till 1927, in which 
year all remainders were destroy- 
ed. Despite the opportunity to 
purchase these stamps, collectors 
seemed to pay little attention to 
them, for the figures released show 
the total sales to be:—14d., 43,159; 
1d., 44,401; and 2%4d., 30, 595. 
Union of South Africa. 

South Africa has given us sev- 
eral interesting issues, In 1933 four 
stamps were issued bearing postal 
values of %d., 1d., 2d. and 3d., 
and with additions of Yd., 1d., 
and 116d. respectively. The ad- 
ditional charge was devoted to the 
Voortrekker Memorial Fund. 

Again in 1938 four similar 
values with surtaxes were issued, 
this time in aid of the Voortrek- 
ker Centenary Memorial Fund. 
Both these issues were overprinted 
for South-West Africa, and were 
issued in bi-lingual pairs. 

Two hundred and fifty years 
ago, numbers of the French Hug- 
uenots, persecuted in their native 
land on account of their religious 
beliefs emigrated to the sunny 
land of South Africa, then a Dutch 
Possession. Two and a half centur- 
ies Jater, the postal authorities of 
the Union of South Africa decided 
to mark the anniversary by the 
issue of a special set of commem- 
orative charity stamps, to be sold 
at double their franking power, 
the premium to be devoted to the 
“Huguenot Commemoration 
Fund.” 

The three stamps issued were a 
Yd. plus %d., 1d. plus 1d., and 
a 144d. plus 114d., sold at 1d., 2d., 
and 3d. respectively. The lowest

zx the Ou Pastorie (Old Vicarage) 
in Paarl, which e the head- 
quarters of the Huguenot settle- 
ment during the eighteenth cen- 
tury. This building was finally 
handeg over to the Dutch Reform- 
ed Church, but has been recently 
acquired by the Town Council, 
which body has restored it with a 
view to it becoming a museum of 
Huguenot antiques under the name 
of the Huguenot Museum. 

The 1d. plus 1d, value shows a 
rising sun behind the darkness of 
the night, surmounted by a brilli- 
ant cross in the heavens to com- 
nfemorate the gallant sacrifice of 
the members of the Reformed 
Churches of France for their cause, 
when they even chose exile for 
their freedom of worship. 

On the top value, sold at three- 
pence, there is a view of the scene 
from the Drakenstein Mountgin 
stretching from French Hoek to 
Wellington,’ the first home of the 
Huguenots in South Africa. In the 
foreground is a dwelling house 
with a thatcheg roof surrounded 
by vineyards. The border is made 
up of vine leaves and grapes. 

These stamps were issued in bi- 
lingual pairs as usual and were 
also overprinted for use in South- 
West Africa. 

1940 brought from Egypt a single 
charity stamp, printed by the Sur- 
vey Department at Cairo, depict- 
ing the Princess Ferial at the age 
of eighteen months. The value was 
5m. plus 5m. Funds raised were 
used for the Children’s Fund. 
Barbados, 

At Barbados in 1907, ang by 
order of the Governor, 30,590 of 
the current 2d. “Seal” stamp were 
overprinted “Kingston Relief Fund 
1d.” and sold at a penny premium 
in aid of victims of the earthquake 
in Jamacia. The overprinting was 
carried out at the establishment of 
Mr. T. E. King Bridgetown, Barba- 
dos, the type being set up to cover 
the two rows of six stamps at each

"SILLY BOY" 














One of the most glaring exam- 
ples of lack of stamp knowledge 
held by the average newspaper 
writer is at hand in the form of a 
clipping from a Springfield, Ohio 
newspaper. 

In the story which ig headed 
with a picture of Robert A. Smith, 
the news scribe makes statements 
which are so ridiculous that we 
would urge that when such —- 
are contemplated that the subjec 
of the sketch insist on checking 
the story ang eliminating such out- 
landish statements before publica- 
tion. It would be to the credit of 
our hobby and to the subject about 
whom the story is written. 

Aé an example we can state that 
Mr. Smith is stated to have a col- 
lection of 5000 stamps, yet he is 
stated to be among the 150 leading 
collectors in the country. Such a 
collection would not place one 
within the hundred and fifty lead- 
ing collectors in Ohio. 

In the interview at which the 
story was written, Mr Smith is 
quoted as saying that when any 
stamp is torn or damaged in any 
manner, it is entirely worthless re- 
gardless of catalog value. We know 
Mr. Smith never hearg of the Ic 
British Guiana which is a badly 
damaged stamp, yet holds the 
world record: for price. Mr. Smith 
is also quoted as saying that can- 
celed stamps are as valuable as 
new ones. 

Evidently Mr. Smith and the 
news man both have a lot to learn 
about stamps and stamp collecting.

Navy's Arctic Force 
Left Stamps Behind; 
Forgot Skis, Too 





Washington, Jan 2.—Maybe it’s 
the thought of how cold it is go- 
ing to be in Antartic that dulled 
the navy’s memory. In any case, 
some anxious stamp _ collectors 
will be wondering soon why they 
haven’t received their covers from 
the Byrd expedition into the 
frigid south polar regions. 

The answer, if you haven't 
guessed it, is that in the hurry of 
departure "the navy forgot to take 
them along, 

At least report they were still 
waiting at the dock. 

Navy Department officials, al- 
ready red-faced over the discov- 
ery that the expedition had for- 
gotten its skis—the expedition’s 
activity would be practically nil 
without them—gave assurances 
that while the philatelists’ covers 
would ultimately get to Antartica 
and be duly canceled, they would 
be somewhat delayed. 

One of the vessels, due to sail 
later, is expected to load the miss- 
ing mail and the 270 pairs of skiis.

In our issue of December 26, 
we printed a picture of a cover 
bearing a cachet and used from 
the U. S. S. San Diego. The cachet 
and cancel were dated August 30th 
1945 and we stated on the author- 
ity of the owner of the cover and 
the cover itself that this was the 
first U. S. Warship to enter Tokyo 
Bay. 

Now comes Mr. Russ Smith of 
Kingston, Mass., who claims this 
honor for the Mine Sweeper, the 
U. S. S. Jeffers. Mr. Smith sends 
us a sketch of the cachet from 
a cover and the date is August 
29th, 

Reason is, that the Mine Sweep- 
er went in a day ahead of the 
big battle wagons to make sure 
the channel was clear of mines, 
Thus we set the record straight.

Mint Or Used! 


By R. E. Darnton 











There is one great charm about 
collecting stamps—everybody is 
free to please themselves as to 
which particular branch they take 
up.Some collect mint, some used, 
some only colonials, others a single 
country and so on ad infinitum. 

I have been struck by the craze 
during recent years of collecting 
so-called “superb used” copies of 
recent colonial stamps, and I won- 
der whether these ardent collec- 
tors ever pause to consider just 
why they do collect stamps in this 
condition. 

The usual answer to this ques- 
tion is, that a stamp is not really 
a stamp until it has performed its 
mission in life, i. e., the prepay- 
ment of postal duty for a letter 
or parcel, and enthusiasts gladly 
pay dearly, in many cases far too 
dearly, for copies which fulfil their 
exacting demands as to lightness 
of cancellation. 

In the early days of philately 
when collectors were few and far 
between the supply of used 
stamps, often at a big discount off 
face value, served to full their al- 
bums in a cheap and satisfactory 


}} manner, However with the consid- 


erable growth of the hobby in re- 


_|eent years, supply fell far short of 


a@|demand, and enterprising dealers 
set about remedying this state of 
affairs. 


Many devices are used, such as | 


covering large envelopes with 
masses of stamps, and getting a 
local agent to post them to him- 
self in the same town, when they 
are either left on the cover or 
carefully removed, or in extreme 
ease affixing whole sheets of 
stamps by the margins to an en- 
velope, and seeing that the post 
office clerk applies a neat cancel- 
lation which just covers the cor- 
ner of each block of four, when 
you have a_ beautiful concelled

latter can either be removed or 
left in situ, 


There is a regulation for colon- 
ial postmasters, which is that only 
stamps on a package up to the 
correct postal duty should he can- 
celled, all others being ringeg a- 
round with blue pencil and left 
uncancelled. If this regulation 
were observed the status of used 
stamps would be raised to its pro- 
per level. But from my observa- 
tion, e this regulation is more 
honoured in its breach than in its 
observance. 


The advent of air mails has un- 
doubtedly brought with it a real 
need for high values, but apart 
from this need, I feel sure that 
most of them in tiny out of the 
way colonies can have only been 
used for cables, or fiscal duties, 
this latter need being covered by 
the fact that many stamps bear the 
inscription “Postage & Revenue.” 

Despite the fulminations that 
have appeared from time to time 
in the past that certain colonial 
stamps have been issued to mulct 
collectors of their surplus cash, I 
think it is safe to assert that the 
pre-eminent position occupied by 
British Colonials as “gilt-edged” 
stock, is undoubtedly due to the 
scrupulous fairness with which all 
issues of stamps have always been 
regulated and in hardly any case 
has an issue been made that was 
not justified. Of course, there are 
exceptions to every rule, but they 
are few and far between. 

My own opinion is, that many 
collectors in their hectic scramble 
‘to secure used copies of every 

value regardless of existing postal 
conditions, are missing the beat 
badly. 

I have had the opportunity of 
seeing magnificent cgllections of 
used stamps ON COVERS and 
these were of absorbing interest, 
Why? Because every cover told a 
story. Various cachets ang cancel- 
lation, in conjunction with the ap- 
propriate value in stamps unfolded 
the romantic history of each let- 
ter’s travels by devious routes un- 
til it finally arrived at its destina- 
tion. This method of collecting, al- 
though very bulky, I consider to be 
the high watermark in a collection | 
of used stamps. 

Such a collection is obviously 
outside the scope of the majority, 
but for those who prefer to collect 
in the more usual manner, i. e., off 
cover, let me urge them to investi- 
gate the postal rates which are in 
force in various colonies and make 
certain that a £1 stamp of say, the 
Falklands, could in any circum- 
stances be used to pay postage on 
a letter or parcel, as opposed to 
being just stuck on an empty en- 
velope and posted. There js a note 
in at least one to the effect that 
the first Ed.- VIIth 5/- and the 
subsequent 10/- of Cayman Islands 
only exist “philatelically used,” 


which must mean that there was 
no actual POSTAL use for these 
values, although they doubtless 
fulful other needs, such as docu- 
ment stamps, etc. 


Now I have got these stamps 
in mint condition in my collection, 
and very proud I am of them too!! 
But I must confess that I should 
derive little pleasure from seeing 
them used, even on any sort of 
cover, as they could have only 
been canceled to please some 
exacting collector of ‘used only.” 

Many people today are keen col- 
jectors of really high values—I 
must admit that I am one of them 
ang as my collection is mint only, 
I have no qualms at all. But I 
confess that I pity the unhappy 
“used at any price” fan, who tries 
to obtain say, the ©=5 Cyprus stamp 
in superb used condition, because 
to the best of my belief, this stamp 
was issued for revenue purposes 
only and by no stretch of immag- 
ination could be used postally. But 
why worry? It is duly inscribed 
“Postage & Revenue,” and could 
be purchased in the ordinary 
course of business, and might even 
have been used on some lengthy 
cablegram, although in this case I 
do not see how it could come into 
a collection, as they all have to 
be destroyed, 


No, there is no doubt that the 
collecting of mint or used are two 
entirely different affairs. A mint 
Collections consists of copies of 
all stamps sold for postal purposes 
over the counter but to my mind a 
“Postal Used” collection should 
consist of stamps which are gen- 
uinely used, a subtle distinction 
this between the real article and

thus shall we arrive at the true 
worth of a used stamp. There are 
many countries which use large 
quantities of high values in the 
ordinary course- of business and 
these can always be obtained at a 
discount off face value, but in 
other countries their use is really 
rare and this should be reflected 
in the price. 

That is the situation as I see it 
and even if it provokes the “superb 
used” brigade beyond all bearing, 
I hope these notes will at least 
| have provided them with a little 
food for serious reflection.

CHARITY STAMPS OF B. E. 
(Continued from Page 7) 





Shortly after the “Kingston Re- 
lief Stamp” had been put on sale 
it was discovered that a full sheet 
of 240 stamps had been sold with 
the overprint inverted. In order to 
circumvent possible speculation-in 
this misprint, instructions. were 
given that a further supply a- 
mounting to 20,040 stamps should 
receive the overprint deliberately 
—upside down, and be sold to the 
public in that form, as from Feb- 
ruary 25, 1907. Tete beche pairs, 
composed of normal and inverted 
overprints are of considerable 
rarity, as is the single stamp with 
double overprint, both inverted. 

In September, 1932 a hurricane 
razeq the city of Belize, British 
Honduras. A fund was raised for 
the homeless populace by sur- 
charging five current stamps— 
“Belize Relief Fund PLUS 1 
CENT.” The ic., 2c., 3c., 4c. and 
5c were thus surchanged, (V) the 
plussage in each case being the 
value of the stamp. 

The great plague of locusts 
which swept the Transjordan in 
1930 was notable philatelically by 
the issuing of twelve current 
stamps, surcharged in English and 
native inscriptions ‘‘Locust Cam- 
paign.” The printing was done in 
Alexandria. These stamps were 
sold at a premium to raise funds 
to combat the plague. 

World War No. 1 saw several 
colonies surcharge current values 
for Red Cross purposes. Aithough, 
true to its conservative principles, 
not even this great crisis could 
make the British Post Office 
authorities relax their hide-bound 
attitude in this respect. 

In Bahamas, official sanction 
having ben obtained for the issue 
of a Red Cross stamp, which was 
to be placed on sale in the Colony 
on January 1, 1917, a supply of the 
ld. “Queen’s Staircase” postage 
stamp, black and red, on Multiple 
Crown over CA, MCA paper of 
1910 was overprinted in red in 
England with a Geneva Cross a- 
bove the date “1.1.17.” In sheets of 
sixty stamps a variety consisting 
of the figure “7” in the inscription 
with an elongated down stroke 
occurs on stamp No. 42 on each 
sheet; double overprints are also

known. Owing to war-time delays 
in shipping the overprinteg stamps 
to the Bahamas, these Red Cross 


~|stamps were not placed on sale 


till May, 1917 

The following year, the ld. was 
again overprinted “War Charity,” 
3.6.18, the latter date signifying 
the centenary of British rule. 

The first Red Cross stamp to 
appear in Trinidad and Tobago 
was an entirely unofficial produc- 
tion which was actually given a 
franking power of one half-penny 
Pia day only, September 18, 


The “‘stamp” was a large label in 
horizontal format bearing in the 
centre a Geneva Cross and bear- 
ing the following inscriptions 
within a single-lined frame:—At 
left, reading upwards, “Red 
Cross”; at top, “Trinidad”; at right, 
reading downwards, “Society”; 
and at bottom “One Fraction”; the 
whole printed in red. These were 
prepared locally and were intend- 
ed for sale to the public as charity 
“sticker.” The story of how they 
obtained their postal validity for a 
day is containeq in the annual 
report of the Postmaster-General 
of Trinidad for 1915, in the fol- 
lowing terms:— 


“I have here to record the fact 
that, almost unintentionally, there 
was a provisional issue of the local 
Red Cross Society’s label as a 14d. 
— stamp on September 18 
ast. 

“It happens as follows. His 
Excellency the Governor, on Sep- 
tember 17th, 1914, was pleased to 
grant an application made by the 
local Red Cross Society, that_let- 
ters in connection with their 
work should pass through the post 
free of charge within the Colony, 
bearing the Red Cross stamp. On 
the following day about 900 en- 
velopes containing Red Cross cir- 
culars were presented at the Gen- 


eral Post Office by the Secretary 3 
of the ‘Society’ for distribution to |: 
country addresses, and were pass- | 35 
ed by my instructions in the or- |: 


dinary way at 1-2d. rate, as the 
“Society” was anxious that these 
circulars should be despatched at 


once, although the sub-offices had |° 


not then received instructions 


about them; and, in order to avoid |7 


their being taxed, as they certain- 
ly would be in the usual course of 
business, I directed that the ‘So- 
ciety’s’ label should be obliterated 
by the date stamp of the hour and 
date of posting, and I sent out a 
circular to all the offices: inform- 
ing them of what had been and 
instructing them that of all letters 
franked by certaim members of 
the Red Cross Committee must be 
passed postage free in future and 
until further orders, provided they 
had the Red Cross label affixed, 
but on no account must this label 
be obliterated again. Some time 
afterwards I was informed that 
the labels which had been obliter- 
ated on September 18, 1914, were 
considered by philatelists to con- 
stitute a provisional issue of the 
1-2 d. stamp, and I have since 
heard that the unused’ Red 
Cross label is now being sold freely 
to collectors (a fact which affords 
me considerable satisfaction, as the 
funds of the Society will benefit 
accordingly), and that specimens 
of the obliterated label of Septem- 
ber 18,1914, are in great demand,

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but cannot be easily obtained.” 

So much for the first Red Cross 
stamp of Trinidad. Its official 
status seems unchallenged by the 
above extract, and specialists in 
the stamps of Trinidad regard it 
in such a light; you will find the 
stamp listed in the Scott Catalogue. 

The next issue was an entirely 
official production. One hundred 
thousand copies of the ld. red 
postage stamp of Trinidad and To- 
bago, which had been issued in 
1913, were overprinted with a 
Geneva Cross above the inscription 
“21.10.15.” The body of the cross 
was printed in deep red, and this 
was framed in black. The. date 
was also printed in black. This 
date was that of the day issue, 
Oct. 21, 1915, when the stamps 
were placed on sale at post offices 
throughout the Colony; the whole 
supply of 100,000 were sold out 
on the day of issue. 

Almost a year later another Red 
Cross stamp was issued, the 1d. 
scarlet postage stamp in the same 
type being overprinted. On this 
occasion the overprint took the 
form of a similar black framed 
Geneva Cross, the body of the 
cross being in scarlet, and the date, 
“19.10.16.” This date, however, 
was placed above the cross, the 
upper arm of which lay in a ver- 
tical line with the “16” of the 
inscription. As before, the date re- 
ferreq to is that of the day of 
issue, October 19,1916. 

Grenada. 

No official Red Cross stamps 
were ever issued in this Windward 
Island Colony, but in 1914 the local 
Red Cross Society issued for public 
sale, stickers of the same type as 
those described for Trinidad, with

the difference that the word 
“GRENADA” appeared at the top 
of the design in place of “TRINI- 
DAD.” In 1916 these were re- 
issued with the added inscription 
1914-1915” and in December 
1916 a third issue made its ap- 
pearance with the four dates 1914, 
1915, 1916 and 1917 arranged a- 
round the central Geneva Cross, 
and the denomination “one farth- 
ing’ at the base, None of these 
labels ever received official sanc- 
tion for us as postage stamps in 
the manner of those of Trinidad 
were so sanctioned, and any post- 
markeg examples must have been 
obliterated either in error, or more 
probably by favor. Genada Red 
Coss labels at no time bore any 
franking power, and are not post- 
age stamps. 








Jamaica. 

The following labels issued by 
the Jamaica Patriotic War Stamp 
League are labels pure and simple. 
At no time did they have franking 
power, but as their affixation to 
letters was not prohibited, they 
were frequently postmarked to- 
gether with the regular postage 
stamps which accompanied them. 

In all there were five printings 
of these stamps, which were sold 
to the public at a half-penny each, 
the money so raised being divided 
among the British Red Cross 
Society, the Jamaica Aeroplane 
Fund, and the Fund for Relief of 
the Polish Jews. Type 1: Type-set 
Geneva Cross in the lower part of 
a plain-ruled border above which 
was the representation of an aero- 
plane flying over shadowy clouds; 
the whole printed in carmine. 
Type 2: As the first but with the 
name “jamaica” printed immed- 
iately under the clouds in black. 
Type 3: As Type 2, but “Jamica” 
appears across the top. of the 
Geneva Cross. Type 4: As Type 3, 
but with the additional inscription 
“half-penny” printed across the 
design, Type 5: As Type 4, but 
“Jamaica” in red instead of black. 
This last type was issued in March 
1917. 

In Straits Settlements during 
April, 1917, the following official 
notice was displayed in the post 
offices administered by the Straits 
Settlements Government:— 

“On and after May 1, 1917,

Straits Settlements stamps of the 
values of 3 cents and 4 cents, sur- 
charged “Red Cross 2 cents,” cost- 
ing 5 cents and 6 cents respective- 
ly, will be on sale at all post offices 
in Singapore, They will be valid 
for the prepayment of postage for 
an amount not including the sur- 
charge of 2 cents, on correspon- 
dence addressed to any place with- 
in the Colony, the Federated Malay 
States, Johore, Kedah Kelantan, 
Trengganu, British North Borneo, 
Sarawak, Ceylon, Hong Kong, 
French Indo-China, or the United 
Kingdom. The purchase of these 
Stamps is optional, but the sur- 
charge of 2 cents will be devoted 
to the Red Cross Fund.” 

Supplies of the current 3 cents 
carmine and 4 cents dull purple 
postage stamps bearing the por- 
trait of King George V. and print- 
ed on MCA watermarked paper 
were accordingly overprinted in 
black with “Red Cross” in sans- 
serif capitals across the upper part 
of each stamp, and “2c” in the 
lower part of the vignette. 

Trengganu. 

The Native State of Trengganu, 
which joined the Federated Malay 
States group in February, 1910, 
promptly followed the example set 
by the Straits Settlements, in May, 
1917, the contemporary postage 
stamps of 3, 4 and 8 cents all bear- 
ing the portrait of the ruling Sul- 
tan, His Highness Zain ul ab din 
ibni Nahrum Ahmed, appearing 
overprinted and surcharged in aid 
of the Red Cross. 

The overprint, which was 
applied in black, took the form of 
the words “Red Cross” at the top 
and “2c.” at the foot of each stamp. 
These were sold in the same man- 
ner as the Straits Settlements 


issues. 
North Borneo 

North Borneo has the greatest 
number of charity stamps, 47 in 
all, all of which were for the Red 
Cross. 

In May, 1916, the Court of Di- 
rectors of the British North Bor- 
neo Company announced that they 
had overprinted thirteen denomin- 
ations of the postage stamps then 
current in North Borneo for the 
benefit of the National Philatelic 
War Fund which was raising 
money for, among other deserving 
causes, the British Red Cross So- 
ciety. 

A secong Red Cross issue was 
made in 1918,. similar postage 
stamps of North Borneo being 
overprinted “Red Cross/Two 
Cents” in two lines, the overprint 
being applied in back. The deno- 
minations overprinted on _ this 
occasion were 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 8, 
10, 12, 16 24, 25 and 50 cents; 1, 2, 
5, and 10 dollars. 

Inverted overprints are known 
on the 4 and 12 cents, while the 
1 and 2 cents may be found im- 
perforate between. Printed in Lon- 
don, the stamps were sent out 
to Borneo in three consignments, 
two of which were lost through 
being in ships sunk by the enemy. 

In 1919 a thirqg Red Cross issue 
was made, the overprint on this 
occasion taking the form of a 


Geneva Cross over’ surcharge 
“Four cents” applied in red. The 
same denominations as the 1918 


series were used; all are perf. 14. 
The only variety of importance 
occurs on the 6 cents, which exists 
imperforate between. 

The first 1916 issue was some- 
thing of a ramp, albeit engineered 
in a good cause. The stamps over- 
printed were divided into three 
lots; one was sent out to the Col- 
ony, the other was sold by the 
offices of the company in London, 
ang the third was auctioned to the 
highest bidder in aid of the Na- 
tional Philatelic War Fund. Very

few stamps were postally used, 
indeed, in the official announce- 
ment already mentioned, it states, 
in referring to the stamps sent to 
Borneo, “A very limited numbed 
....Wwill be sold to the public— 
only sufficient, in fact, to give 
effect to the notification making 
the issue official—the remainder 
being used for Government corres- 
pondenee.” 

As to the stamps handeg to the 
National Philatelic War Fund, 
these realised £1,043, but the “gift” 
was in reality a sale at face value, 
the sum of £148 having to be 
handed to the company; the Red 
ow benefited to the extent of 

£895 

The second and third issues were 
more regularly issued, the sur- 
charges of 2 and 4 cents respec- 
tively being devoted to the Red 
Cross..Such a small amount of 
“charity” as 2 cents on a stamp 
selling at 10 dollars 2 cents may 
reming one of Falstaff! 

Taken all in all, the Red Cross 
stamps of Borneo are something 
of a blot on that country’s rather 
chequered philatelic history. Ow- 
ing to their scarcity, and other 
reasons, they command a good 
price today, but their sale is limit- 
ed to speculators taking a “long 
shot,” and those who are not over 
particular whether the stamps in 
their collection are “postage 
stamps” or not.

This and That. 

In remounting a collection of 
Classic precancels, that is to say, 
precancels of the issues before 
1922, I noted that there were 
numerous places where both 
shades of the 12c 1917 issue were 
saved. There is as you know at 
least two distinct shades in this 
stamp. Perhaps U. S. collectors go 
farther but I limit them to two 
shades, a dark and a light Claret. 
I have just about decided that the 
darker of the two shades was the 
first issued as it is more nearly 
the shade of, if not the same as 
the tac 1914 perf. 10 stamp. To- 
wards the end of the issue I as- 
sume that the light shade appear- 
ed. Although I was collecting 
stamps at the time, shades meant 
very little to me.—The Part One

so do not regret your purchase too 
much for that reason. 


Postal cards are printed in large 
sheets. Printers often have print 
orders for customers for many 
thousands of cards and when ihis 
happens, they can, by making ap- 
plication to their postoffices, ob- 
tain full sheets of the cards which 
they can cut apart and print in lots 
of four, eight or even more at one 
time and then cut them apart 
afterwards. Thus to obtain these 
cards in sheets one must acquire 
them in that manner and therefore 
a price of 25c for a freak speci- 
men is not too high, yet mis- 
representing them as inverts is the 
wrong way to offer such material
